REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1,3-4 and 10-19 are presently allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art of record fails to teach a helical antenna including at least one helix formed 
by at least two radiating wires, each of them being connected by coupling to an associated 
parasitic wire by one first end, said radiating wires and parasitic wires being parallel and having 
a same length, wherein each of said parasitic wires is narrower than said associated radiating 
wires and the ratio between the width of each of said parasitic wires and the width of said 
associated radiating wire is less than or equal to 0.15 as defined in claim 1.
